IS WILSON LEAGUE 
SAYSJTAIEMENT 

Bepnbllean Fuhlllrit) Head Issaes a 
Statement On the Su-Called 
WIlBonlsn League el 
Nations. 



Washington, D. C. — Insisting that 
the Wilson league of nations is dead, 
the Ropublloan Puhlioity Association, 
thraogh Its PresidaBt, Hon. Jonathan 
Bourne, Jr., issued the following 
statement. 

"Shortly before the elections In 1918 
.Mr. Wilson is.suod iiii appeal td the 
voters to rotiu-n a noinocnilic Senate 
and House so that support of his poli- 
cies, one of which he had proclaimed 
to bejthe establishment of a league of 
nations, miiftt he aaaured. The result 
was a complete repudiation of the 
President and the election ,of Repub- 
lican majorities In both Houses. On 
March 4, I'.U'.t, a round robin was 
signed In Senators of the incoming 
Congress proclaiminf; to the world 
that the covenant oft he league of na- 
tions as then framed by Mr. Wilson 
shonld not be adopted by the United 
States. On Norember 19, the 
Senate rejected the league, as it had 
been presented to it by the President, 
by the overwhelming vote of 63 Nays 
to 38 Yeas. On March 19, 1920, the 
Senate again denied endorsement of 
the covenant, even after It had been 
Americanised by the Lodge reserva- 
tions, by the vote of 49 Yeas to 85 
Nays, two-thrids being necessary for 
rattfioatlon. On November 2, 1910, the 
American people «ondem^ the 
league again by an adverse plurality 
of upwards of T.niiO.oiin voters, after 
the question had been made the chief 
issue of the campaign following the 
edict of the Fresldont that there 
should be a 'solemn referendum' upon 
It jti 

"The league of nations has been 
thrice killed by the action of the peo- 
ple's representatives In the Senate, 
clothed with Constitutional imwers to 
deal with such matters, and twice con- 
demned by the people themselves 
through the ballot. Yet proponents of 
the league refuse to acknowledge the 
fact They have the aduaclty to de- 
clare that Senator Harding, after his 
inauguration, will resurrect the two- 
year-old corpse, breathe new life into 
it, and make the United States a mem- 
ber nation, either with or without res- 
eratlons .N'orinan ilapgood, represen- 
tative of the league advocates, is re- 
ported as saying that the league will 
be adopted within a year. His views 
may be somewhat extreme, hut they 
Illustrate what Is taking place in the 
minds of the pro-leaguers. 

"The sooner those men disabuse 
themselves of that idea the better It 
will be for Ihoir own peace of mind 
and that of others. The very votes 
that elected Senator Harding to the 
White House decreed that the United 
StatSB ahould not beoone a member of 
the league. Bven though there should 
be a complete reversal of sentiment In 
the Senate, it Is iucocelvable that 
['resident Harding would cast aside 
the mandate of the people and snlnnit 
the covenant again to the Senate for 
ratification. He stands for an associ- 
ation of nations that will promote 
peace, but be is onequtTaoally against 
the league as we now know It 

"President Harding will never pro- 
pose, and the Senate will never ac- 
cept, an International agreement that 
confers jurisdiction upon a. foreign 
council aver American armies and 
navies; that agrees In advance upon 



a corse of ooiidaot that w« will pur- 
sue ta the ereiit'of moN foreim wan; 
that aurreadelB the Monroe Doetriae; 

tbat.permitrii^ foreign tribunal to de- 
termine our domestic policies; that 

pledges the nation to a permanent 
policy of tree trade; that submits to 
an ex( hange of trade secrets will all 
ctlicr nations; that permits Great Hri- 
taln to wield six votes in the deter- 
mination of an international prablem 
while the United States has but one; 
that agreae to abide by all these and 
the man yother asaults upon our in- 
d^ndence contained in the nortori- 
ous ooTenant. 

"Senator (larding is committed 
against those propositions and he Is 
oommanded b'y the people to jtand 
fact. They can never he revived in the 
form of the old covenant, nor in any 
other form of* Shape. Hspgood and his 
oik may, like certain Orientals, spend 
their lives in veneration of the de- 
parted, but they ahould not make the 
misttake of detecting animation In a 
thing so dead."
